WHEREAS, the City is authorized by Indiana law to charge 
for use of its rights-of-way; 

WHEREAS, such fees were last established in 1979 and 
same have not been updated or revised since that time; 

WHEREAS, the expenses of the City with respect to its 
use of rights-of-way have escalated since 1975 and indeed all 
economic indices including, but not limited to, the Municipal 
Cost Index have risen; 

WHEREAS, municipalities throughout the country have 
raised fees charged with respect to the use of rights-of-way; 

WHEREAS, the present fee structure requires the City's 
Right-of-Way Department to operate at a deficit in that cost 
levels exceed fee income; and 

WHEREAS, the City's Right-of-Way Department and further 
the City's Board of Public Works and Safety has established a new 
fee structure for submission to this Council. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA:
